As a designer of structures, one 
is either an architect, a sculptor, or 
an engineer. What separates the 
former from the latter two is that 
the architect designs buildings that 
people inhabit. The latter two may 
design structures for beauty — as 
by the sculptor, or for utility and/or 
safety as by the professional struc- 
tural engineer. (Mechanical and 
Electrical engineers are not 
qualified to design structures.) 

Frank Lloyd Wright was an 
engineer turned architect, Pier 
Luigi Nervi is an architect turned 
engineer, Tony Smith is an ar- 
chitect turned sculptor, Isamu 
Noguchi is a sculptor turned ar- 
chitect, and some might say Mies 
van der Rohe is an architect turned 
sculptor, and so on. The 
significance in determining the dif- 
ferences is that architects are the 
designers of structures for people 
to inhabit. We extend our 
knowledge of engineering beyond 
our normal undertaking through 
consultation with professional 
engineers; however, architects 
should not be legally required to 
substitute the engineering training 
that is part of our educational re- 
quirements background for that of 
the professional engineer. 

State Registration Boards across 
the country have been asked to 
define what architects do. We ar- 
chitects design buildings for habita- 
tion for human beings. Engineers 
do not and sculptors do not, nor 
should they be allowed to design 
buildings. 

Some professional engineers 
have concluded that since they are 
a significant part of the design 
process, they should be allowed to 
design buildings. Finally, building 
contractors, as construction man- 
agers, conclude that the manage- 
ment of engineering disciplines 
combined with their building 


knowledge, qualifies them to per- 
form as architects. 

Recognizing the importance of 
these differences, the contractor, 
engineer, and sculptor should take 
the architectural examination and 
become architects, and join us 
(and the American Institute of Ar- 
chitects) to better our profession, 
protecting the health and safety, 
sheltering inhabitants, of buildings 
in the art form in keeping with the 
expertise of our architectural and 
cultural heritage.

ANNUAL REPORT 
FROM THE 
MICHIGAN REGION

In the Michigan Region most 
barometers of economic activity 
are up. The Manufacturers Na- 
tional Bank of Detroit Business Ac- 
tivity Index is up about 30% over 
last year at this time. Even more im- , 
pressive is the number of ongoing 
unemployment claims which 
stands at 83,000 compared with 
213,000 last year and the Index of 
Industrial Electric Power Sales 
which is up about 15%. 

On the other hand statistics for 
the non residential construction in- 
dustry are less impressive reflecting 
the cautious attitude on the part of 
major users of professional services 
that has prevailed for the last two 
or three years. Non residential con- 
struction in Michigan is up about 
8%. For the Detroit Metro area 
however, it is 28%, and for both 
Detroit and Michigan, residential 
construction has nearly doubled 
and actually exceeds the non 
residential in dollar value. 

For Michigan architects there is 
a prevailing mood of optimism. 
Most offices are smaller, leaner and 
more productive. Feasibility 
studies are beginning to bear fruit 
and some offices report that 1983 


will be their biggest year. 

Membership in the Michigan 
Society of Architects is holding its 
own with two of the nine chapters 
showing a small increase. Rein- 
statements after late paying of dues 
could result in a net increase in 
membership. Regional activities in- 
cluded the three-day 40th Annual 
Midsummer Conference at 
Mackinac Island and the three-day 
68th Annual Michigan Society of 
Architects Convention in Grand 
Rapids. Preliminary reports in- 
dicate record attendance and pro- 
fitability for these two events. 

With the retirement of Ann Stacy 
in July, staff leadership is now in 
the hands of Rae Dumke, acting 
Executive Director. Staff operations 
are running smoothly and the pro- 
jected year end financial picture 
shows a profit which will allow an 
increase in the 1984 budget of as 
much as 15% including operating 
reserves and member services. 
Total non dues income will be 
budgeted at more than 50% of 
dues income compared with 40% 
in recent years, No dues increases 
are projected for either the region 
or any of its chapters. 

The Michigan Society of Ar- 
chitects held an election for the of- 
fice of Regional Director with two 
excellent candidates. Almon J. 
Durkee, FAIA, is the winner. He is 
the State Architect and the Direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Facilities for 
the State of Michigan and will bring 
a unique background of private 
practice and more than ten years 
of leadership in an agency of over 
500 people with a 25 million dollar 
budget. The Region is in good 
hands.
